It is ironic to us th at we were 
not considered in th e sam e m a n ­ 
n er, and particularly in view of 
th e fact th at we, by virtue of our 
long train in g an d cerUfication by 
state law are th e acknowledged ex ­ 
perts on dental h ealth , wh ich in­ 
cludes fluoridation. Apparently we 
do not m erit respect by th e city 
council an d we feel th at our in ­ 
tegrity h as been questioned.”

Th e letter, signed by a n um ber 
of Dix on dentists, most of wh om 
were present, 
recommended th e 
m ay or appoint

If th e request were carried out, 
th e group would consist of four 
dentists, ch osen by th e society ; 
two Dix on ph y sicians, n amed by 
th e Wh iteside-Lee Medical Society , 
an d four lay men, including a law ­ 
y er and a m em ber of th e w ater 
board. 


Lindquist th anked 
th e dentists
